1)   MINUTES: Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners meeting held on
Tuesday, December 15, 1998 and minutes of a joint meeting of the City
Council and County Board also held on Tuesday, December 15, 1998.

MOTION: Heier moved and Campbell seconded approval of the minutes of December 15th

In response to a question from Campbell, Kerry Eagan, Chief Administrative Officer, appeared
and stated that a credit of $20,000 is indicated for United Way of Lincoln in the agreement, as
they had  fully funded certain aspects of the needs assessment where use of public funds was
not deemed appropriate.

B. An agreement with Lincoln Electric System for construction work on Fletcher
Avenue, for an estimated cost to the County of $80,295. (Project C55-GH-

Steinman read a letter received from Hugh Sieck, opposing the vacation, into the record.
(19993)  She noted that a letter had also been received from Alberta Crouse, a landowner
whose property abuts the road, opposing the vacation due to accessibility concerns (Exhibit A).

* 19 “Keep Right” signs with Type 1 Object markers mounted below at the

noses of all median islands on North 84th Street, including median nose
islands on Havelock Avenue, at the intersection of North 84th Street

* A lane use control sign on Havelock Avenue west of the intersection with
North 84th Street for eastbound traffic

* A “Right Lane Must Turn Right” sign for southbound traffic in the
deceleration lane for the ADM plant entrance on North 84th Street
